formed that she knows many of the

and with the Dallas Police Department. She said that 
11/24/63, when the Dallas Police were preparing to move LEE HARVEi 
OSwJlD from the City Jail, Chief M. W. STEVENSON, Criminal 
Invistigations Division, Dallas Police Department^ cleared the 
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basjnent of photographers and newspapermen. Later, she stated 
Assibtant Chief of Police, CHARLES BATCHELOR permitted newspapermen 
and photographers in the basement area. She said it was at this 
time. that JACK RUBY also came into the basement of the Dallas 
Police Department. She said in her opinion OSWALD vrould be alive 
today if Assistant Chief of Police BATCHELOR had not countermanded 
the order of Chief STEVENSON. Further, she stated the shooting 
•of OSWALD by RUBY was due to carelessness on the part of the 
Dallas Police Department.
